Residents in a 14scounty area 
of Southeast: Alabama. will be 
asked for their comments on 
drought-related issues affecting 
their region and the state during 
a meeting Friday, July 26, 10 
an. in. Troy, 

Counties inthe region = one of 
seven in Alabama - are Barbour, 
Bullock. Butler, Coffee, 
Conecuh, Covineton, Crenshaw, 
Dale, Escambia. Geneva, Henry, 
Houston, Pike and Russell. 

“Previous droughts have dev- 
astated crops and endangered 
livestock in’ rural areas while 
forcing Water cuts and rationing 
in-urban areas,” said Gov. Don 
Siegelman, “Although we can’t 
prevent droughts, we’ certainly 
can take steps to lessenthe neg- 
dive: impact they can have on 
our lives.” 

Friday’S meeting willbe held 
al the Trojan Center Theatre 


(formerly the Adams Center) on 
the campus of Troy State 
University. It is part of a 
statewide effort initiated ‘by 
Siegelman to develop: a plan 
preparing for and reducing the 
impacts of drought. 

Siegelman formed the 
Alabama Drought Assessment 
and Planning Team, in May by 
Executive Order 70 to:advise the 
Alabama Department of 
Economic. and | Community 
Affairs’ Office . of... Water 
Resources (ADECA OWR), in 
developing and implementing 
drought-related programs and to 
help Alabama avoid drought- 
related problems experienced in 
other states. 

At the meeting, citizéns will 
be asked to comment on ways to 
conserve water .and suggest 
Strategies to deal with water 
shortages. 


Yellowjackets find home on Coffee County road

Warning!!! A -quiet. little 
country dirt rodd in the north® 
eastern part. of Coffee County 
near the Newbia comniunity his 
been invaded 

Coffee County Road 332 
Uppeurs to be uneventful with 
ho houses located on the road; 
but a- closer look reveals thou- 
sands upon thousands of one 
brand of creature living inside a 
Hest built along the clay 
embankment of that road, 

Yellowjackets huve picked 
the little dirt road as their resi 
dence and have built one of the 
largest nests ever seen by many 
of those Who have. had an 
Opportunity to see it firsthand 

Upon invesuigating 
Yellowjackets through informa 
ion made available via the 
Internet, it seems ds though the 
clay embankment of this road- 
way serves as an ideal home for 
the hutle creatures 

Yellowjackets chew) bits of 
wood or leaves to make “paper 
hests which cun be constructed 
hanging from a tree branch, a 
hole in a tree, a hole in othe 


_ ground, under the e’ves of a 


house, in the attic, or tn any 
other suitable place that is diy 
and 1s not greatly disturbed 
And with the end of July 
Hearing, it seems as though the 
time has arrived for 
Yellowjackets to reach their 


poensy population time of 


August and September, 
Therefore, one can probably 
expect to see more and more of 
the little creatures flying around 
during the next couple of 
months, 

With that said, a little 
Yellowjackets education might 
be the best ticket to avoid an 
attack, especially for anyone 
planning a trip down County 
Road 332, 

Yellowjackets. are considered 
io be wasps with a definile 
waist. They are commonly mis- 
taken for bees but can be identi- 


This extremely large Yellowjacket ae was recently located on 
Coffee County Road 332. This spot is considered to be highly dan- 
gerous as it is unknown exactly how many Yellowjackets are resid- 
ing in this nest; however, the number is speculated to be very high 
seeing as that the nest appears to be almost 3 feet tall. 


between u Yellowjackets and 
bee is their stinging’ ability. 
Yellowjackets have a-lance-like 
stinger and can suing repeatedly 
Whereas a bee has a barb like 
Suinger and can only sting once. 

Generally speaking, a person 
who encounters a Yellowjacket 
is safe from being stung unless 
that person begins swatting: at 
the Yellowjacket, The 
Yellowjacket is considered to 
be aggressive by nature and will 
readily attack if it senses a 
threat to itself or its nest, 

By the way, Yellowjackets 
not only have the ability to 
sting, but they can also bite, 

Experts indicate that people 
have different réactions to a 
Yellowjackets sting, and it can 
be more dangerous for some 
than others; however, a recent 
survey did indicate that 
between 5 and 1,0 percent of 
the population may be allergic 
to Yellowjackets venom. 

The good news...there are 
medicines that can be used w 
iipainebet as: Beat ap

gic to the sting as a way to 
extinguish the pain. 

As for getting rid of 
Yellowjackets, there are many 
different insecticides which can 
be purchased to help control the 
creatures, However, it is impor- 
tant to follow the directions on 
proper use to prevent stimulat- 
ing the aggressiveness of the 
Yellowjackets which could 
result in stinging. 

Probably the best advice for 
dealing with a Yellowjacket that 
is in close proximity is to sim- 
ply be still and remain calm. 
After all, there is an old saying 
that “one who stands still and 
shoots an aerial nest with a 
shotgun need not fear, instead it 
is the person that rapidly runs 
away who gets all the stings,” 

As for disposing of nests, 
such as the one located on 
County Road 332, the best solu- 
Hon might be to Slay away from 
the nest and wait until winter

Equipment purchase approved for police department

~- ASK members.-were.. present 
Monday eveling de the Biba 
City Council began it’s regular- 
ly scheduled meeting. The 
group had five items on the 
agenda for discussion and 
moved through all with ease. 
The first item was: the retiree 
cost of living raise which had 
been mentioned at the'last meet- 
ing. Mayor James Grimes 
explained the resolution, as it 
was approved by the Alabama 


H legislature, and exactly what it 


would mean to the city budget 
and to the retired employees. 
The council approved the reso- 
lution which will cost $154.19 
per month, beginning with the 
next budget year and assuming 
that no retiree.dies or more are 
added to the list. 

The council also approved the 
purchase of ‘a new computer 
system for the police depart- 
ment. There will be computers 
for each of the two on-duty dis- 
patchers and three in other work 
areas. Police Chief R, W. 
Whitworth explained that it 
would be necessary to make 
some of the changes because the 
NCIC folks are changing the 
way their work is done, and 


Elba’s computers must stay 
compatible with this system, He 
said the NCIC upgrade. is not a 
“Want to" But a must. He added 
that several other agencies uti- 
lize this system and help pay for 
it, so the total outlay is not as 
bad as it first appears. He said it 
will cost about $10,700 for this 
entire computer upgrade. With 
this upgrade, police officers will 
begin to input and retrieve inci- 
dent reports from the computer, 
rather than spending hours look- 
ing through files and boxes of 
old records, some dating back to 
before the flood. 

Council members. questioned 
this expenditure because it is not 
in the current “budget, but 
Grimes. explained. that’ he 
thought it could be squeezed 
into this year’s budget, consid- 
ering that the other agencies pay 
part of the costs involved, 

The council also voted to buy 
Six new portable radios for the 
police department. This matter 
had been tabled several months 
ago to allow time to research the 
various radios and technology 
on the market. To fully replace 
the walkie-talkie units currently 
in use would mean the purchase 
of 20 of the new units; however, 
the decision of the council was

to phase in the new radios over a 
period of several years. 

Grimes reviewed the financial 
statement with council members 
and noted that revenue- was 
$7,000. under projections but 
that was due to a sales tax check 
not arriving until atter the first 
of the: month. Expenses ure 
$47,000 above projections -but 
the mayor explained that the 
city had prepaid a sewer bond 
issue and purchased the (wo 
new police cars, when only one 
was in the budget. Taking out 
the above unbudgeted items, the 
budget would be only about 
$6,000 over projections. the 
mayor said. , 

The city. is moving forward 
with seeking bids on some inore 
Street resurfacing. This project 
will include: the “streets in 
Morrow Village and then as. fas 
as possible in Kennedy Estates 
Council members were told that 
the housing authority would pay 
the. cost of resurfacing the 
Morrow Village parking spaces, 
to the tune of $21,000. The 
gasoline excise tax money will 
finish this work and then be 
applied as faras possible on the 
streets in Kennedy Estates 

Grimes acknowledged that 
there are many streets in Elba 
which need resurfacing; but this 
gasoline. excise tax money 
(Which can only be ysed for 
Street work) will only go so far 
and the other streets will have lo 
wail until the next round 

Council member . Ronnk 
Hammond asked about some 
needed grass cutting on right-ol 
ways and was told that if they

Use grass carp to control weeds

The grass carp, a native of 
Russian and Chinese rivers, was 
imported into the United States 
in. 1963 for aquatic weed control 
and to be used as food. From 'the

Liming ponds is vital for

Lime increases fish produce- 
tion in ponds with acid bottom 
muds and soft water,: just as it 
increases crop yields from acid 
soils, The moét important bene- 
fit of lime is to make more of the 
phosphorus added in fertilizer 
available for plant — use, 
Phosphorus promotes the 
growth of algae, the microscop- 
ic plants Which are the base of 
natural fish food production in 
ponds. Other factors being 
equal, the net effect of liming a 
fertilized, acid water pond is 
increased fish production. 

The best time for lime appli- 
cation is during late fall and 
winter when fertilization has 
been stopped, This gives lime a 
chance to react with the acid 
bottom muds before the spring 
application of fertilizer, Do not 
apply limestone while the pond 
is being fertilized. Limestone 
settles phosphorus out of the 
water, making it unavailable to

When compared with other 
mechanical and chemical meth- 
ods, the use of grass carp to 
control weeds in ponds is inex- 
pensive. Results usually last 
about five years. You should 
restock grass carp at the first 
Sign of Weed growth.

Hunters who are relatively new. to the sport of deer hunting will 
do well to keep in mind that deer are much like humans when it 
comes to eating habits, Just as we walk past nutritious foods on the 
wily to d dessert bar, deer will bypass less tasty foods to satisfy their 


version of a “sweet tooth”, 


\eorns are one of the most staple food sources of wildlife, but 
when it comes to acorns, deer can be mighty picky. In the south, the 
\hite oak is the acorn of choice as the meat of this acorn is sweet 
ind Cinder, Most of the acorns from other oak species are bitter and 
are usually eaten only when the majonty of the white oak acorns 


have -been consumed, 


White oaks are found imalfgouthern states and can be identified 
by their distinctive scaly bark that is ash-gray in color. Look for 
White oaks in-well-drained, loamy soil® 

Persimmons are another delicacy.to sovthern-deer, Fit a fruit 
Hearing persimmon tree and the odds are tilted in your favor of eat- 
ing venison through the winter. Persimmon trees can be found from 
most bottomlands to hillsides that receive adequate moisture. 
Persimmon trees can be identified by their dark orange, to rust-col- 
ored fruit, Large trees can produce several hundred pounds of fruit 
{hat drop over a period of several weeks. 

Find a tree that smells like root beer and you have found another 
food Source that deer-find tasty-sassafras. This tree can be found in 
dry soils along old fencerows and can be identified by it’s unique 
iwo and tree-lobed leaves. The two lobed leaves. looks very similar 
fo mitten. Sassafras trees produce dark blue fruit that-deer love. 
The berry-like fruit ripen about the time, or shortly thereafter, that 
bucks are shedding their velvet. The sassafras branches and twigs 
will remain tender throughout the winter and are a Constant deer 


atiractant. 


One of the favorite foods of deer in our area is Japanese honey- 
suckle. Not only is honeysuckle a highly desired food, it’provides 
excellent cover for deer as well, The sweet fragrance of this nutri- 
tious plant has been the downfall of many big bucks. Japanese .hon- 
eysuckle is easy to identify. in the spring and summer by its sweet 
sniclling flowers. Honeysuckle leaves are the shape of a spear and

When 
properly stocked in ponds, the 
grass carp control filamentous 
algae (pond moss) and underwa- 
ter rooted plants, When stocked 
at recommended rates, grass 
carp do not interfere with other 
fishes. They also do not inter- 
fere with fishing and can be 
caught with some difficulty on a 
hyok and line using worms or 
grass as bail,

Liming ponds Is vital for 
-growth of plant life

Lime increases fish produc- 
tion in ponds with acid bottom 
muds and soft water, just as it 
increases crop yields from acid 
soils: The most important bene- 
fit of lime is to make more of the 
phosphorus added in fertilizer 
available for plant use. 
Phosphorus promotes the 
growth of algae, the microscop- 
ic plants which are the base of 
natural fish food production in 
ponds, Me factors being 
equal, the n& effect'of liming a 
fertilized, acid water pond is 
increased fish production, 

The best time for lime appli- 
cation is during late fall and 
winter when fertilization has 
been stopped. This gives lime a 
chance to react with the acid 
bottom muds, before the spring 
application of fertilizer, Do not 
apply limestone while the pond 
is being fertilized, Limestone 
settles phosphorus out of the 
water, making it unavailable to
